Hon. Perren Baker is not getting very 
much encouragement for his scheme to 
reorganize the rural school system, in 
quarters where support would be welcome 
and effective.

at the U.F.A. convention; but he failed to | 


stem the tide of disapproval at the pro- 
vincial convention of school trustees at 
Lethbridge. The latter body rejected the 


| 
plan, in principle and detail, with unusual | 


unanimity and unmistakable enthusiasm, 

The trustees’ association is as well 
qualified as any organization to express 
the mind of the public touching school 
matters. What the trustees say has to be 
taken as probably being what the tax- 
payers think. In the circumstances the 
legislature would have no warrant—and 
is not at all likely—to railroad the bill 


into the statute book at the present 
session, And if the rural public are as 
“set” on the question as their trustees, it 
will take a good deal of persuasion to 
make the measure acceptable a year 
hence, 


WHY NOT CHEAP POWER? 
Edmonton is built on coal, It is sur- 
rounded by coal. For at least forty miles 
east and for two hundred miles west it is 
hardly possible to dig a hole anywhere a 
hundred feet deep without striking one or 
more than one seam of coal thiek enough 
to be worked and of excellent quality for 
the production of power, Hdmonton peo- 
ple have from the first realized the ad- 
vantages of this location for the carrying 
on of industries. We have seen in these 
enormous reserves of cheap fuel the op- 


portunity to build up here a great manu- | 


facturing centre. We have boasted of 
this resource and have used it to encour- 
age industrial enterprise to establish it- 
self in this city. We have counted on be- 
ng able to get power from coal as cheaply 
s other cities could get it from water; 
nd have counted on cheap power to give 
ldmonton a distinct lead among western 
entres as an industrial community. 

The cold fact is that Edmonton hasn't 
cheap power today. That is bad enough. 
The worse fact is that cities which are 
neither built on coal beds nor beside water 
powers are selling electric energy cheaper 
than Edmonton is; and by selling it cheap- 
er they are corralling industries which 
might otherwise come here to locate. Re-

IN DIFFICULTY 


[Minimum for Women 
Meets With Little Suc- 
cess in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 18,—A dark 
future for humanitarian laws setting 
minimum wages for women in industry 
is foreseen by the Women’s Bureau or 
the Labor Department which has com- 
pleted a study of such legislation dur- 
ing the last 15 years.
